ports reaching the headquarters here 
of the American Red Cross show that 


New Orleans, Chicago and Boston,‘ the storm which swept the southern 


states last: Wednesday killed two and 
injured 60 persons at Anderson, S. C., 
rendering 300 homeless within a 
radius of 15 miles: killed 10 and in- 
jured 35 in Harris county, Georgia; 
killed four and injured 10 in Meri- 
wether county, Georgia, and killed 
four and injured seven in Chatham 
county, North Carolina. 

According to these reports, 33 fam- 
ilies, totaling 125 persons, are in ex-

wkich bas absolutely no proper place 
in the program of the modern world. 
We respectfully remind the govern- 
ment of the United State that we ex- 
pect the federal authorities to discov- 
er a method other than war to settle 
international «isputes.” 

Emphasizing the duty of America 
to uSe her vast resources and wealth 
for the succor of other nations, the 
bishops indorsed the statement of 
President .Coolidge that the nation 
could not maintain itself with ma- 
terial prosperity alone. 

“We believe profoundly,’ they said, 
“that the United States should coop- 
erate with the other nations in bring- 
ing about world justice and worid 

Ace, 

“We, therefore, give our hearty in- 
dorsement tethe proposition that our 
country shall become a member of 
the permanent court of international 
justice, and it is our firm conviction 
that all nations should agree to sub- 
mit to impartial tribunals all dis- 
putes that threaten the world and 
which cannot be adjusted by the usual 
process of diplomacy.” 

Indorse Church Union. 

In their indorsement of the unifi- 
cation of the Methodist Episcopal 
church with the Methodist Episcopal 
church, south, the bishops recalled 
with satisfaction an “impressive” de- 
velopment in Christian unification. 
Two branches of the Evangelical 
church had joined, they said, three 
groups of Lutherans had done the 
same, and progress was being made 
in the merging of three influential 
denominations in Canada, while the 
union of several branches of the Pres- 
byterian church also was under con- 
sideration. 

“The Methodist Episcopal church 
believes in the largest possible meas- 
ure of cooperation between denomi- 
uations,” the bishops said, “but be- 
lieve also that the freedom of each 
denomination should be preserved. 

Divorce Evil Scandalous. 

“We cannot refrain from an ex- 
pression of unspeakable’ gratitude 
and rejoicing that the joint com- 
wission (on unification of the north 
and south churches) has been able to 
agree upon a plan for bringing to- 
gether these long-severed branches 
of our common Methodism. It is 80 
years since the churches divided—in 
the new conditions that now exist in 
the United States and the world we 
firmly believe that united Methodism 
will have a multiplied power for good. 
We therefore commend to your 
prompt and sympathetic considera- 
tion the plan submitted to you.”

vorce papers. This involved 5,600,- 
‘000 minor children—can a more 
‘frightful condition be imagined?” 

Among the causes given for this 
ecndition were the frivolous temper

“Methodism is not wholly exempt 
from controversy. .... , but without 
ecclesiastical arrogance and with hum- 
ble thanksgiving, we may say that 
during the quadrennium there has 
been no serious disquietude among us 
concerning our doctrines... . 

“A rational explanation for the 
freedom of our church from distract- 
ing controversies .... is rooted in 
a profound conviction in both our 
ministry and laity that, first of all, 
the Bible is the inspired word of God.” 

The bishops supported the move- 
ment for a federal law against lynch- 
ing. In regard to immigration they 
advised selections abroad in the coun- 
tries of origin and the protection of 
immigrants from exploitation upon 
arrival.

SEEMS LESS TENSE

Berlin, May 4.—M. Krestinsky, the 
Russian ambassador who was to have 
left Berlin for Moscow last nicht, 
has postponed his departure until! 
Tuesday. There are indications that 
the political confusion caused by the 
entry of the German police into the 
building of the Russian trade dele- 
gation and searching it for the com- 
munist leader, Botzenhardt, ig sub- 
siding. 

Siuce the Germans expelled M. 
Joffe and the entire soviet diplomatic 
mission in October, 1918, under the 
charge that the mission was carrying 
out communistic propaganda. there 
has teen no such excitement in Russo- 
German official circles. The com- 
munist newspaper Rote Fahneb (Red 
Flag) says the German search of the 
trade mission’s headquarters  indi- 
eated that the government of Chan- 
cellor Marz is “Kow-Towing”’ to the 
capitalistic powers. 

Right to Search Claimed. 

“Poincare cannot,’ said the news- 
paper, “stand to have Germany keep 


'up relations with any power which 
openly opposes the Versailles treaty 


as dces Russia.” ' 

The Vossische Zeitumg says the 
Germans had a right to search the 
mission, but that they were a bit

Washington, May 4.—Inauguration 
of daily air mail service between New 
York and San Francisco on July 1, 
when new appropriations become 
available, has been announced by the 
postoffice department, 

This will make it possible to send 
letters from New York to San Fran- 
cisco in 32 hours and 5 minutes; while 
the eastward trip from the Golden 
Gate to the Statue of Liberty will re- 
quire 34 hours and 45 winutes, due 
to differences in time. A letter mail- 
ed at New York at 10:30 a. m. would 
reach San Francisco at 6:30 p. mf 
the following afternoor. Train tim 
is three and one-half days. 

Due to Night Flying. 

This innovation has been made pos- 
sible by the development of night-fly- 
ing over a i pathway 1,000 miles 
long between Chicago and Cheyenne. 
Tests have shown a 100 per cent per- 
formance. 

The department stated that it hoped 
to cut the flying time to 24 hours 
ultimately. 

New planes with slower landing 
speeds are to be obtained for this 
service. The airway is lighted with 
automatic acetylene lights every three 
miles with emergency landing fields 
at 25-mile intervals, 

Three Zones on Route. 

The route is divided into three zones 
with an ounce rate of 8 cents in each 
zone. Zone lines are at C‘iicago and 
Cheyenne. For 24 cents a letter can 
be sent across the continent. 

It will be possible also to send let- 
ters part way by air and part by rail. 
A letter can be sent from New York 
to Chicago by air and thence to §&t. 
Paul by rail. Such a letter, leaving 
New York at 10:30 a. m., would 
reach St. Paul at 7:30 the next morn- 
ing. 

For the past two years the day- 
light air mail service has been 85 per 
cent perfect. the department said.

The sweeping victory of Pres- 
ident Coolidge over Senator John- 
son in Ohio,is followed by seem- 
ingly authoritative announcements 
from republican leaders close to 
the white house that the president 
is determined to make no compro- 
mise with irregular and insurgent 
members of the party in the selec- 
tion of a running mate. 

It will be recalled that in 1920 


Warren G. Harding lost eight Ohio 


yotes to General Leonard Wood, a 
progressive. 

The victories of President Cool- 
idge over the candidacy of Senator 
Johnson all along the line, smash- 
ing him with decided majorities in 
all of the contested states but one, 
coupled with the president’s well- 
known and conspicuously adver- 
tised policy of conservatism and 
regularity to the old party or- 
ganization, has led the incum- 
bent of the white house to be- 
lieve that the people demand not 
only a “regular” candidate for the 
presidency, but a “regular” for the 
vice presidency. Accordingly, he 
has frowned upon every attempt or

THE GERMAN ELECTIONS. 

Shortly before midnight Sunday 
the socialists had polled the biggest 
vote in the German federal elec- 
tions. They headed the list with 
317,000, with an additional 181,000 
communist votes. The nationalists, 


who had been running at the bot- 
tom of the list, jumped to second 
place with 236,000 at that hour. 

To the socialists belongs the vic- 
tory. It is unlikely that they will 
form a coalition with the extreme 
radicals, but will rather content 
themselves with seeking an alliance 
with the democrats and centrists in 
order to carry on the government. 

The democrats, rather shy of sup- 
porting the nationalist program of 
repudiation of the Versailles treaty 
with its threat of aggressive retalia- 
tion by France, will rally to the side 
of the socialists, who have made it 
plain that they will accept and sup- 
port the carrying out of the Dawes 
plan and suggestions. 

The result of the elections com- 
ing on top of Chancellor Marx’s 
declarations for world conciliation 
omens well for the immediate future 
of the reich. The socialists and the 
democrats are imbued with a desire 
to lead Germany back to prosperity 
and “normalcy.’”’ They will have to 
steer a resolute course In the com- 
ing days. 

Fronting them will be a mighty 
opposition. The communists, al- 
though not sufficiently strong to 
wreck the chances of success un- 
aided, may at any time cast their 
votes with the nationalists when 
foreign relations treaties are under 
discussion. i 

They will do this not because or 
their opposition to the treaties pri- 
marily, but because in bringing the 
fatherland to a state of chaos and 
turmoil, they will have the greatest 
chance of seizing the reigns of gov- 
ernment and establishing a dictator- 
ship. 

The monarchist and nationalist 
danger is no less phenomenal. 
Bavaria and the different people’s 
parties will have a combined 
Strength of close to 400,000 votes. 
Should they combine with the na- 
tionalists there is a new danger to 
the coalition of socialists and demo- 
crats. 

The government has the army on 
its side. That is really all what 
counts at this time. It can treat 
any overt act of the monarchists as 
revolutionary agitation. The mon- 
archists and nationalists have indeed 
the support of the countless military 
Organizations and the junkers, but 
they will hesitate to employ this 
Strength after the recent ex- 
periences with the infamous attempt 
of Hittler and Ludendorff. 

Acceptance of the Dawes» plan 
and a beginning of carrying out its 
provisions will be the first on the 
program of the new government. 
Should that come about Germany 
will make a momentous step toward 
reconstruction, the greatest since 
the armistice. 

France votes on May 11. On that 
day the world will know whether 
uncertainty and haggling has come 
to an end and whether we are on 
the road to lasting peace.

ACIDITY IS NOT ACIDOSIS. 

Probably I will rue the day I chose 
this subject. Let me begin, there- 
fore, by warning people who have 
any acid or acidity obsessions abot 
their food, stomach or blood that they 
should consult a physician about it. 
Let me assure all and sundry who 
may be so burdened that they have 
my sympathy, and if that is not suf- 
ficient, then they may have my ad- 
vice, which is to consult a physician. 
There is one striking fact I have no- 
ticed in regard to people with an 
acid obsession, and that is they gen- 
erally have as a complication a bad 
case of Billings trouble. That is the 
trouble Josh Billings found with sv 
many people—they know so many 
things which ain’t so. For instance, 
how uric acid gets into the body and 
what will chase it out; how a sub- 
ject of any painful condition which 


passes as “rheumatism” can’t eat 
tomatoes, grapefruit or anything like 
that. Billings trouble is cultivated by 
the impropaganda. The impropagan- 
da is about 30 years ahead of the 
propaganda. 

A lemon is just about as acid as 
any food cau be. The ceid of lemon 
(or of orange, or grapefruit) is citric 
acid. Its effect upon the degree of 
acidity of the gastric juice is prac- 
tically imperceptible. When digest- 


on juice increases the alkalinity of 
the blood and that is so because the 
citric acid is oxidized into carbonic 
acid which unites with such minerals 
as lime, potassium, sodium and max- 
nesium to form alkaline carbonates 
in the blood. When eliminated 
through the kidneys the citric acid of 
lemons or the other citrus fruits di- 
minishes the acidity of the urine. 
That is so whether one consumes one 
lemon or a dozen at a sitting. So 
lemon, orange or grapefruit or their 
juices or beverages made from their 
juices are excellent items to use to 
oppose acidosis. , 
Acidosis is net a definite disease 
susceptible to any particular line of 
treatment. It is a state which occurs 
in many diseases, when the normal 
balance of acid and alkali or base in 
the blood and other tissues of the 
body is disturbed, either by the accu- 
mulation of an excess or carbon diox- 
ide in the blood or by a decrease of 
the alkali reserve. It has nothing 
whatever to do with conditions which 
the layman knows as “acidity.” 

The degree of acidity of the stom- 
ach contents has no bearing upon the 
question of acidosis, nor has the real 
or imagined “acidity” of foods any 
bearing on acidosis. But the charac- 
ter of the diet has a bearing, which 
I shall try to show. 

Certain foods tend to increase the 
acid balance and other foods tend to 
increase the alkali. Foods which 
tend to increase the alkali reserve and 
therefore oppose acidosis are the 
fruits and vegetables, the greens and 
relishes, the entire cereals, whole 
wheat flour, or bread (but not gra- 
ham flour as it is sold today), ‘wheat 
bran, crude dark brown sugar, 119- 
lasses, and particularly potatoes, ‘v- 
matoes, oranges, apples, lettuce, ha- 
nanas and milk. Foods which tend 
to increase the acid balance and fa- 
vor the development of acidosis are itn 
some cases plums, prunes and cran- 
berries (which contain benzoic acid).

Answer: Chemical surgery is just 
as risky as ordinary surgery would 
in the hands of an amateur. There is 
no good reason why anybody without 
medical training should attempt to 
remove warts. Such amateur sur- 
gery always involves risk of septice- 
mia (blood poisoning) for the victim. 
The removal of a wart is not too 
trifling a matter to submit tv a phy- 
sician.

Wheat Price Cut 
Fails To Affect 
Price of Bread 


Washington, ‘May 4.—Sharp de- 
clines in wheat prices have failed to 
bring relief in the way of lower bread 
prices, according to the conclusions 
reached by the federal trade commis- 
sion after an investigation of the mill- 
ing industry undertaken in response 
to the senate resolution offered by 
Senator Norris, Nebraska, chairman 
of the senate agricultural committee. 

The federal trade commission re- 
ported that between January, 1919, 


and September, 1922: 
Flour prices dropped 33 per cent in 


the Minneapolis district, and 43 per 
cent in the Kansas City district. 
Bread Prices Fall. 
Wheat prices declined 50 per cent 
at Minneapolis and 55 per cent at 


Kansas City. 

Bread prices fell 2 per cent at 
Minneapoli.; 15 per cent at Kansas 
City, due to a bakers’ price-war: 6.6 
per cent at Boston and 2 per cent at 
New York. 

“The above comparison shows that 
the decline in wheat prices, so dis- 
astrous to the farmers, has benefited 
the purchaser of bread very little,” 
the commission declared. 

The commission stated that an ef- 
fort was made to hamper its inquiry 
by the publication of an opinion from 
the attorneys for the Millers’ Nation- 
al federation sdvising that any mil- 
ler has the right to refuse to answer 
the commission's questionnaire and 
advising that representatives of the 
commission be denied access to mil- 
lers’ books. 

Output of Mills Up. 
‘The commission reported that de- 
spite this: advice, practically every 
company cooperated in furnishing 
data requested. 

Regarding concentration of the 
milling industry, the commission re- 
ported that the number of mills 4e- 
creased 35U per cent between 1914 
and 1921 while the output increased 
36 per cent. 

Average profits of millers between 
1919 and 1922 was 10.6 per cent, 
reaching a crest of 14.8 per cent in 
1920. and dropping to 1.6 per cent 
in 1921, rising to 10.9 per cent the 
next year.

In pursuance of our duty and vaths as 
Grand Jurors we have carefully considered 
and weighed all matters of business of a 
criminal nature brought to our attention, 
having returned a very great number of 
indictments during the term. 

This jury has been ffrther obligated, 
beth by charge and by law, to investigate 
all county offices and institutions, and 
stress is laid upon the following matters 
of importance:

County Schools. 

The county has forty-eight schools, of 
which nineteen are colored, and there was 
expended during 1923, $224,125.98 in main- 
tenance of these schools. 

We particularly wish 
to two facts: 

1. That all surface closets now in use 
in the schools of the county be replaced 
with sanitary closets. 

2 That the matter of buildings and 
equipment be given very careful consid. 
erntion. We find many of the _ build- 
ings inadequate in size and insufficient in 
equipment and totally unsuitable from a 
structural standpoint. We wish to _ par- 
ticularly call attention to the Fulton High 
school. This school, with over six hundred 
pupils, 1s housed in a rented building which 
in too small and not suited for school pur- 
poses. We also consider there is quite a 
fire hazard connected with this building. 
We advise the renr now being paid on 
this property is $8,000 a year. 

It is the thought of your grand jury that 
a very great step forward might be made 
by considering the consolidation and co- 
ordination of the school systems of the 
City of Atlanta and the County of Ful- 
ton, as we find in innumerable cases that 
children are required to go great distances 
to school because they happen to be just 
without the city I'mits, whereas if a con- 
solidation were effected they would have 
only a few hundred yards to go to a city 
school. We feel thac this might also ef- 
fectually take care of the matter of the 
County High school. We understand that 
other large counties in the state are ad- 
dressing themselves to this matter, and 
we suggest that a joint commission froim 
the City of Atlanta School Board and the 
Ccunty Board of Education should be ap- 
pointed and recommendations of how this 
change might be effected placed before the 


public. 
Convict Camps. 

The eight convict camps of the county 
were most carefully gone into, and we de- 
sire to commend the authorities of the 
county in charge of convicts, particularly 
the wardens of each camp, for the very 
splendid condition in which 
camps, the excellent healthe of the _ in- 
mates, and the very humane treatment pre- 


vailing. 
County Jail, 

With reference to the county jall, we 
find that, in the main, it is property run 
and gatisfactory conditions prevail, We 
wish, however, to call attention to a few 
items in detail: 

1. Grand juries prior to this. time have 
recommended that heat be providéd for a 
certain row of cells tn the building where 
no heat has recently been provided. This 
matter has been repeatedly specifically 
mentioned. We find that no heat has yet 
been provided for these cells. 

2. We feel that supervision of the feed- 
ing of the prisoners should be exercised by 
the county commissioners. We are ad- 
vised that the sheriff is paid fifty cents 
per day for each prisoner. We feel that 
as a matter of principle the method of 
simply giving to an officer a stipulated 
amount for feeding and not requiring su- 
pervision of the diet of the prisoners to 
seo that they recefve the proper amount 
of food is bad, and if the fifty cents is 
found to be too much for the two meals 
per day it be further cut and an economy 
effected. We do, however, desire to make 
it clear that thig jiry is more interested 
in the amount and quality of food which 
the prisoners receive than in the matter 
of whether or not the fifty cents per day 
is adequate or inadequate. 

3. We must call attention to the bed- 
ding the jail; it is utterly worn ont, 
fililhy and infested with vermin. This 
should be immediately remedied. 

We regret to say that this matter also 
has been brought to the attention of the 
authorities by previous grand juries, and 
nothing has been done in regard to it. 

4. We desire, as previous grand juries 
have done, to urge upon the authorities the 
arranging for handling of the affairs of the 
jail that prisoners infected with disease 
may be properly isolated, that the healtn 
of othes may not be endangered. 

Juvenile Court and Industrial Farm. 

We find the Detention Home in connec- 
tion with the Juvenile Court well managed 
and conducted. 

We find no place for the detention of 
white and colored girls, and we recommend 
that such a place be established, in ad- 
dition to the home now conducted for the 
boys. 

We ask that attention be given to the 
matter of facilities and equipment for 
these institutions. 

We find the industrial farm for negro 
boys splendidly equipped and kept. As 
this plant is comparatively new and mod- 
ern it is in much better condition and 
has more adequate facilities for doing its 
work than the industrial farm for white 
boys. The buildings at the white farm have 
heen erected for more than twenty-two 
years, and we feel that an economy coutil 
be effected by having the county authori- 
ties erect a new industrial farm for white 
boys on the thousand-acre tract located in 
the southwestern part of the county near 
to the present location of the negro in- 
dustrial farm; and we feel that the present 
white jndugtrial farm, owing to its prox- 
imity to the city, and the growth and de- 
velopment of that section, conld be dis- 
posed of on a sufficiently profitable basis 
to enable the erection of new Luildings on 
the new site as recommended for the white 
bove’ farm. 

We further call attention to the fact that 
it is our belief that at the negro indus- 
trial boys’ farm there is sufficient room 
for negro girl delinquents, and, as there is 
no provision for these girls at this time, 
except that they be sent to the city stock- 
ade, we address the county * authorities' 
attention to this recommendation. 

We wish to commend the authorities in 
charge of these institutions. And suggest 
that, with reference to the negro boys’ 
farm, all persons used therein be negroes, 
with the excention of the superintendent. — 

Public Charities, 

We find that the county has expended, 
under the head of ‘Civic, Educational and 
Eleemosynary Institutions,’’ $75,689.82. We 
find that under “Paupers and Heney- 
olences,"’ $46,110.87 was expended. We 
note that the cofinty has, for the current 
year, appropriated $75,000 through the Com- 
munity Chest, and we consider this new 
ond better method worth commendation, as 
we feel that it will be more economical! 
and more efficient. . 

lms House, 

We can only express genuine pleasure 
at the condition of the Alme House and 
commend the superintendent and matron for 
the excellent manner in which we have 
found this institution run, from every 


standpoint. 
Justice Courts. 

We find the Justice Courts run well and. 
in most cases the Justices of the Peace 
rendering very genuine service to the citi- 
zens of the county, with very little return. 
financially, for their efforts, and we take 
this opportunity to express appreciation for 
this service. 

Location of Ctiminal Courts. 

We also wish to recommend to the County 
Commissioners that the two divisions of the 
Criminal Court be located on the same floor

Indeterminate Sentence Law, 

It is our opinion that the indeterminate 
sentence law is interfering with the dis- 
patch of business in the courts and con- 
siderably increasing the operating expense. 
It comes about in this way: There is fre- 
quently a series of crimes committed by the 
smme person, such as check forgeries, anto- 
mobile thefts, larcenies, burgmries, rob- 
beries and other offenses. It is not in- 
frequent that one person is indicted on a 
half dozen and sometimes more than a 
dozen of guch offenses growing out of a 
series of acts. 

In the trial of these cases the defendant 
usually demands a separate trial on each 
charge, The jury trying the case knows 
nothing about the series of acts having 
been committed and in fixing the punish- 
ment deal with the defendant as if he had 
committed only one act. The result Is 
that in many cases the penalty ig so iIn- 
adequate that the state is forced to try 
eeveral of these series of cases to obtain 
anything like sufficient punishment for 
such grave offenses. It is our opinion that 
if the judge had the power to sentence, 
having the right to inquire into the charac- 
ter of the defendant and number of cases 
against him,, he would fix the punishment— 
even though the defendant were convicted 
in only one case, where it was clear that 
he was guilty on the other series of acts 
—that would be sufficient punishment to 
cover the entire series of acts committed 
and would thereby avoid the -necessity of 
having to try the same dgfendant on sev- 
eral of the series of acts committed. 

We are advised that the enrctment of 
the indeterminate gertence law has had the 
effect of nullifying a section of' the cede 
which requires a’ judge to sentence a sec- 
ond offend’r to the maximum punishment 
provided by law for such offense. Under 
the Indeterminate sentence law the past 
record, whether first offense, repeated of- 
fender .and even a professional criminal 
cannot be considered by the jury who are 
charged with the responsibility .of fixing 
the punishment due to the fact that the 
law prescribes no method whereby these 
facts can be inquired Into or In any way 
made known to the jury. The result is, 
in ovr opinion, that the indeterminate sen- 
tence law ig having a paralyzing effect 
upon the operation of the courts and addé 
ing largely to the expense with no re- 
sulting compensation to justify it. 

A fair test of this law convinces us 
that in operation it is impractical and 
sheuld be repealed at the next session of 
the legislature and we urge upon eur rep- 
res°ntatives in the legislature to see to it 
that it is repealed. 

If the indeterminate sentence feature 8 
to be retained In the law then the fixing 
of the punishment should be placed in the 
handg of the judge and he should have the 
right to inquire tnto the character, past 
record of the defendant. and all the at 
tending circumstances connected with the 
crime, so that whatever punishment is im- 
posed should be in accordance with the 
facts in the whole case. 

Examination of Records. 

Through a committee of this Grand Jury 
the records of the effice of the County Com- 
missioners, which reflect all receipts and 
disbursements of county funds, have been 
carefully examined and analyzed and, by 
special presentments made to His Honor 
Judge John D. Humphries, and published tn 
the three dafly papers of general circula- 
tion, the public has been made acquainted 
with the Grand Jurv’s findings. 

Budget System Proposed. 

We feel it to be our duty, however, to 
refer again in these general and final 
presentments to the matter of excessive 
expenditures on the part of the county as 
made the feature of an exhibit in the spe- 
cial presentments referred te, which, on 
October 1st, last, aggregated nearly half 
a million dollars, and to offer certain 
recommendations in connection therewith. 
We are aware of the great pressure that 
is constantly being brought to bear on the 
County Commissioners from every direction 
for appropriations for improvements and for 
various other purposes that are made to 
appear vitally necessary to the progress 
and well being of the community. But with 
an. increased tax rate and with property 
assessments rising higher and higher, no 
end, every year, it is time to call a halt 
and strike a balance between outgo and 
income. 

Those who administer the county affairs 
are but human and: should be hedged about 
with every proper protection. No business 
enterprise could long survive without some 
predetermination of what ‘its expenses are to 
be and without some fixed point beyond 
which they will not be allowed to go; and 
no large organization tn these days would 
risk its capital without a carefully pre- 
pared budget as a safeguard and guide. 
The management of the county's affairs is, 
in a very real and vital sense, a business 
proposition. It has more stockholders and 


touches the lives uf more people than any 


cther enterprise within its territorial 
limits. Its business ovght, therefore, to 
be administered with greater care and pru- 
dence than that «f any mere private busi- 
ness enterprise. 

We believe that a carefully planned, 
scientific budget system wonld not only 
make for economy and efficiency but would 


missioners against the importunities of in- 
dividuals or groups of persons who insist 
upon appropriations for the particular ob- 
jJect that happens to claim their interest 
at the time, without regard to the county’s 
prior commitments or the state of its 
finances. We believe that with a proper 
budget system, carried out with the same 
fidelity that oPtains in a_ well-ordered 
business, the present deficit could be wiped 
out in two years and a basis worked out 
for the reduction of the tax rate beyond 
that time and still give te the county the 
money needed for its overhead expenses, 
its cost of upkeep and for such needed 
improvements as are in keeping with its 
assured growth and development. 

We therefore recommend to the County 
Commission the adoption of a modern, 
scientific budget system—a measure we re- 
gard as essential not only to economy but 
to the highest effimency. 

Fee System and General Administration. 

This being’ the first Grand Jury to fune- 
tion since the March election, when tne 
‘eters of the county, by an overwhelming 
majority, went on record as opposed to the 
Fee System of compensating county officers, 
as now in effect, end as favoring a salaried 
basis, the members of this grand jury felt 
it to be incumbent upon them to undertake 
an investigation of the whole question to 
the end that the people might be informed 
on the subject and that some accurate data 
might’ be adduced vpon which to predicate 
suitable and adequate corrective legislation. 

In going into this subject it soon became 
quite patent that the whole scheme of 
judicial administration in Fulton county, 
and especially with respect to our Criminal 
Courts, was so inter-related with and so re- 
acted upon by the Fee System that to re- 
strict the survey to the financial aspect of 
the question and pass by the latger and 
more important matter of the administra- 
tion of criminal. jvstice as it has been 
worked out under™the Fee System wonld be 
not unlike straining at the proverbial gnat 
and swallowing the camel. Such a course, 
whether from a moral or a purely economic 
point of view, was repugnant to this Grand 
Jury's conception of its duty to the country, 
so it determined by a unanimous vote to 
broaden the scope of the proposed surver 
e¢ as to include the county’s entire judicial 
system. 

By comparing our mechanism for dealing 
with crime and criminals with that of other 
modern, progressive and growing communi- 
ties, it was quite apparent that our system 
was inadequate, artiquated and inefficient 


‘and, with the ever increasing complexity of 


urban life, was «laily growing more so. Ags 
supporting this statement, an overwhelming 
array of statistics and data might be of- 
fered in evidence; but in view of the com- 
prehensive survey proposed, and which will 
be hereinafter outlined, it is deemed un- 
hecessary to include in these presentments 
anything more than this general reference. 

We feel that, in justice to our country 
offigers, as well as to ourselves, we ought 
to say that our criticism is of the system 
and not of those who administer it. We 
have not In any sense assumed the role of 
crusaders, but if in the discharge of our 
duty as either Grand Jurors or citizens our 
activities should seem to take that form, 
it should be understood that our sole ob- 
jective is an improvement of methods and 
that our concern will be to present the facts 
as they exist after a thorough and scten- 
tifle survey has been made by the moat 
competent and unbiased agencies to be ob- 
tained. 

Realizing that by reason of the limited 
tenure of office of the Grand Jury it would 
be impossible for this body to arrange for 
and carry to a successful conclusion a sur- 
vey of the character contemplated before 
its term should expire, the Grand Jury was 
impressed with the necessity of creating 
some agency under the auspices of which 
the work might be undertaken and which 
shculd be invested with the necessary power 
and authority and tenure of appointment 
to make it effective. 

To that end this Grand Jury on April 
11, 1924, passed a resolution directed to 
the Board of County Commissioners embody- 
ing its sense of the need of an adequate 
and scientific survey of the county’s ad- 
ministrative and legal systems, together 
with a recommendation and request that 
the county appropriate the sum of $10,- 
000, this sum, or so much of it as might 
be needed, to be used for the purposes set 
out in said resolution, and that the County 
Commissionerg appoint a committee of five 
from among the members of this Grand 
Jury to conduct such a survey and to ad- 
minister said fund. 

After a full and complete hearing, all 
members of the beard being present, the 
commission passed unanimously a resolution 
granting the Grand Jury’s request both as 
ty the appropriation and the appointment 
of a committee to administer it and to 
conduct the survey. Copies of the resolu-

Ccuncil of Grand Jurors for Fulton County, 


It has been patent to this Grand Jury, 
as to all previous Grand Juries, that there 
is no provision made in the law whereby 
the effort of one Grand Jury, or the in- 
formation gained by one Grand Jury, can 
be made available, in proper form, for suc- 
ceeding Grand Juries, and we find that as 
a result a great deal of time is lost, and 
nd good ig accomplished, because each Grand 
Jury must of necessity spend more than 
half of its time finding out situations so 
that they may then address themselves to 
their solution. Immediately after finding 
out just what problems they should handle. 
in too many cases their term of service has 
expired and a complete new Grand Jury is 
impanelied, who must go through the same 
laborious, inefficient method because there 
is no tie-up between Grand Juries. In or- 
der to overcome this lost motion, and to 
render availabie to each Grand Jury on the 
first day of its term all needful informa- 
tion and data which has been secured ody 
preceding Grand Juries. this Grand Jury 
has proposed and organized an association 
known ag “The Council of Grand Jurors 
of Fulton County, Georgia.'’’ This organiza- 
tio. will be composed of the membership 
of all previous Grand Juries, and eaen 
Grand Jury ag it is sworn in will imme- 
diately become eligible for membership I! 
this Council. In this way, through com- 
mittees and officers of this voluntary as- 
sociation, matters of consequence, and all 
matterg of information whieh have been 
available to or produced by previous Grand 
Juries will be made readily and immediate- 
ly available to each new Grand Jury, thus 
bringing them up to date, saving thrir 
time, facilitating their work, and enabling 
them to carry to conclusion matters which, 
due to lack of time, the previous Grand 
Juries have been unable to bring to con- 
summation. 

General. 

As members of this Grand Jury, before 
whom have been brought hundreds of cases 
for our consideration, we feel it imperative 
that we call attention to the appalling 
number of cases of bootlegging, automubile 
thefts and burglaries. We find the first 
two crimes very lorgely linked together, 
for in nearly every case it seems that the 
bootlegging and the illicit traffic in whisky 
iz invariably carried on in stolen automo- 
biles. We must, from experience, commend 
many officers for due diligence in ferret- 
ing ont these cases, but they are on the 
increase and additional steps must be taken 
both by an increase in the enforcing au- 
thorities and by heavy sentences to re- 
duce the number of these crimes, Your 
(;rand Jury has also been greatly affected 
by the large number of cases which have 
come to its attention involving questions 
of the violation of automobile lawa of the 
city and the state, and we take this oc- 
casion to urge npon the city authorities of 
the City of Atlanta that immediate, proper 
and serious steps be taken to give to the 
city a reasonable, adequate and efficient 
traffic ordinance regulating automobiles, 
and that this be done without fear or favor, 
that the lives and safety of the citizens 
of this community may be protected. 

We find, of course, carelessness and wil- 
ful abuse of all laws and probably more of 
the automobile laws and traffic laws than 
ef any other but at the same time we find 
that part of the trouble is due to improper, 
inadequate laws and a lack of their enforce- 
ment. We say unquestionably that there is 
ro greater matter to which the city author!t- 
ties could address themselves, or that will 
be more far-reaching in its effect for good 
upon the community, than this matter of 
traffic regulation. We find that much vio- 
iation of law ts -lue to our zoning methods, 
varying speed limits, parking regulations, 
and other matters which have produced 
confusion in the miids of everyone. 

In conclusion, we wish to express our 
gratitude to the court, to the Solicitor Gen- 
eral and his associates, and to the entire 
list of county officers, particularly and 


pspecifically to the members of the County 


Commission, for their most splendid co- 
operation and courtesy in assisting this jury 
in every way possible and at all times. 

We recommend that these presentments 
be published in full in the three Atlanta 
newspapers, namely, The Atlanta Constitu- 
tion, The Atlanta Georgian and The Atlan- 
ta Journal.

During the services at the home a 
choir composed of some twenty voices 
sang softly several of Genera!
